politics. 
The grou nd u pon which the 
brew ers stood seemed to slip from be­ 
ne ath them. 
The change began to be

ters waging war on cou nty local op­ 
tion thu s serv ing notice that if the 
Democrats won the election the brew­ 
ers wou ld insist u pon the repeal of the 
cou nty option law.”

“ I a m g o ing to bed Tuesda y 
nig ht,” sa id he, “ a nd try to g et so me 
much-needed rest. 
I will no t tro uble

Drawing In Chief Foreatcr Pinchot’a 
Office Shows Su bjects to Be Stu died 
In Coming Inv estigatici! of Farm Life 
Conditions—To Stu dy Many Su bjects. 


Literally It may be m id that the 
work of President Roosev elt’s farm 
commission is already mapped ou t 
Gifford Pinchot and Liberty H. Bailey , 
who is president of the commission, 
hav e prepared a large draw ing of the 
su bjects which will be tak en u p, and 
the map is now display ed u pon the 
wall of the chief forester’s inner office. 
In less than a minu te a v isitor to the 
room can discov er ev ery thing that the 
commission 
is 
bent 
on 
discov ering 
abou t the farm and the farmer. 
The map closely resembles a family 
tree. It U lik e one of those creations 
which abou nd In book s of heraldry , 
fu ll of ramifications, perplex ingly com­ 
plex at first glance, y et after a mo­ 
m ent’s stu dy wonderfu lly simple. 
It 
illu strates how the work of commis­ 
sions has been sy stematized u nder the 
Roosev elt adm inistration and particu ­ 
larly u nder the ex pert hand of Mr. 
Pinchot. To begin with, the stu dent of 
the map learns that the popu lar term 
“farm commission” is a misnomer. It 
shou ld be the commission on “social 
Indu stry ,” which, as the name signi­ 
fies, implies a mu ch broader field of 
activ ity . The perspectiv e of this com­ 
mission really inv olv es the entire so­ 
cial stru ctu re, bu t the farm er’s por­ 
tion is by far the moe't heav ily em pha­ 
sized and Is to receiv e the main consid­ 
eration. 
The ma in hea ding s o f the ma p a re 
the rura l, u rban and su bu rban. The 
two la tter classifications 
ha v e to do 
with tho se o ther fields which the com­ 
missio n intends to surv ey only when 
they enter the do ma in o f the fa rmer 
a nd ha v e a n intima te bea ring o n his 
life. 
When the co mmissio ners ha v e 
co mpleted a study o f » 1 1 the thing s 
which ma y be included under the term 
“ rura l” they will, if tim* a llo ws, ma ke 
a curso ry study o f the tho usa nd sub­ 
jects tha t co me under the o ther hea d­ 
ing s, sa y s a Wa shing to n co rrespo ndent 
o f the New Yo rk Tribune. 
Upo n the 
theme “ rura l” the ma p ha s much to 
sa y . 
Its tra v els almost defy descrip­ 
tio n, but the first g enera liza tio n is 
ma pped ou t a s follows: Land 
supply , 
organization, commu nication, 
co rpo ra ­ 
tio n, co ntro l, educa tio n a nd la bo r sup­ 
ply . 
Each of these su bdiv isions has nu ­ 
merou s other su bdiv isions and those 
su bdiv isions other su bdiv isions u ntil 
the v isitor is lost in a laby rinth or 
sy stema tic classification. 
From 
the 
su bdiv isions of “land su pply ” one is 
a ble Jp jiiscov er that the commission 


Intends to discov er tlie k ind and q u an- 
tity of the land now being tilled in 
the cou ntry ; to obtain Information as 
to the location, q u idity , price, facilities, 
laws and tenu res; Ijov v mu ch Is pu blic, 
how mu ch priv ate, how mu ch is rent­ 
ed and leased, the rates of renting and 
leasing, the term s of acq u isition, the 
amou nt of tax es, the w ag e paid to the 
farm laborer, the acreage of hu mid, 
arid and riparian lands and the amou nt 
of arid land which In irrig ated and 
su ited to dry farming. 
After disposing of the “land su pply ” 
the map tak es u p the q u estion of “or­ 
ganization.” 
On this su bject tlie map 
shows the v ast am ou nt of stu dy which 
was done to bring in ev ery possible 
su lk1!v ision which might req u ire atten­ 
tion. 
The first su bdiv ision Is the “in­ 
div idu al.” 
The commission will in­ 
q u ire into the different ty pes of farm ­ 
ers, their health, their statu re, their 
strength, their habits and their intelli­ 
gence. 
After that facts as to their 
hou sing, their ou tbu ildings, their diet, 
the food produ ced and the food pu r­ 
chased, their w ater su pply , whether 
well or stream ; their clothing and tlie 
care they tak e of their children will be 
Inq u ired into. 
Tlie second ou tg rowth of “organiza­ 
tion” is the commu nity . The commis­ 
sion w ants to k now abou t the pu blic 
Institu tions, the schools, the civ ic halls, 
the hospitals 
the cemeteries of the 
farmers, 
the ex tent of co-operation 
among them for profits or mu tu al bet­ 
term ent and the efforts made for so­ 
cial betterm ent. A third su bdiv ision is 
“homestead." u nder which falls the 
hou sehold, the garden, the k itchen, the 
lawns, the orchards, the hothou ses and 
the attem pts at ornam entation. Lastly 
u nder this head the word “farm ” Is 
u sed, and here there is an intricate 
network of radiation on the map. One 
line leads to “Indoor domestic econ­ 
omy ” and another to “ou tdoor farm 
ccou omy .” 
Indoor domestic* economy 
is giv en three phases—“aesthetic,” “In­ 
du strial” and “general.” These classi 
fieations inclu de hou se decoration, nee­ 
dlework , cook ing, cleaning, fu el, u ten­ 
sils, cost of liv ing, hy giene, sanitation 
and accou nting. Ou tdoor farm econo­ 
my is giv en six su bdiv isions-—“labor.” 
“soil,” “stock .” 
“machines,” 
“crops” 
and “accou nting.” 
A« - to the soil the 
map su ggests fertilization and cu ltiv a­ 
tion; as to stock , the inv estigation is 
to cov er v arieties, breeding, care, dai­ 
ry . pou ltry , » tabling, feeding and the 
barns. Selection and rotation are the 
principal classification * su bordinate to 
the crops.

involve the United States in an indebt 
edness of thousands of millions and 
drag down the credit of the country to 
the level of that of the debt ridden na­ 
tions of Europe, to whose methods of 
administration Bryan seems to have 
become a convert during his 
visit 
abroad. 
Bryan appears to have for­ 
gotten that the state owned railways 
of Europe bear no comparison in mile­ 
age and investment to the great rail 
way systems of the United States and 
that what has been effected there on 
a small scale would be impracticable 
here. 
The significant and sinister feature 
of his suggestion is that, professing to 
be an antimonopolist, he aims to cre­

don’t hit the people at large as a gen 
eral rule. 
“One of the € *aslest ways to learn it 
foreign language Is to read good nov

els In that tongue. You get so Inter 
ested In the story th at you just have ft» 
go on to the end to learn w'hether the 
hero and heroine come out all right. 
“Students of Spanish don’t adopt 
that method in New* York, I guess, for 
you can’t find any Spanish novels on 
the secondhand bookstore tables tip 
or down or across the city. The only 
specimens 1 
have found have been 
Spanish novels translated from tie 
French novels. 
It is strange, too, for 
there are many excellent novels nowa 
days by Spanish writers. 
“Of course an Instructor Is needed 
to obtain the correct pronunciation, but 
on visiting Mexico with a good, ready 
knowiedge of the language you can 
soon aoquire the needed pronunciation 
In fact, you have to do it in order to 
get along.” —New York Sun,
